CHICAGO, April 9.—Illinois to­ 
day in a primary designed to ex­ 
press presidential preference and to 
nominate party candidates for state 
offices and for U. S. senator. A total 
vote of approximately 3,000,000 was 
expected. 
The voting ended a spectacular 
campaign, climaxed yesterday when 
Lieut. Gov. John Steele, a candidate 
for tlMuJQfWPcratic governorship 
nomihtrcftm; sOifght to assume the 
governor’s office because of Gov. 
Henry Horner’s illness. Steele and 
Horner boffli issued calls for a spec­ 
ial legislative session April 30. 
The third term issue shared the 
center of the stage with the bitter 
fight between warring Democratic 
factions. President Roosevelt was 
opposed for presidential preference 
by Vice President John Nance Gar­ 
ner, whose managers appealed chief­ 
ly to anti-third term sentiment. 
On the Republican side, District 
Attorney Thomas E. Dewey was the 
sole candidate for presidential pre­ 
ference. Fifty delegates each were to 
be elected to the Democratic and 
Republican 
national 
conventions, 
and later eight more delegates each 
will be chosen in state convention. 
Prospects for fair weather and 
moderate temperatures throughout 
the day boosted predictions on the 
total vote, and there was a possibil­ 
ity it would reach 3,500,000. Demo­ 
crats expected a vote between 1,- 
600.000 and 2,000,000 on their side, 
and Republican predicted their total 
would exceed 1,250,000.

Disrupted tele­ 
phone, telegraph and cable facili­ 
ties made it almost impossible to 
guage the exact amount of resist­ 
ance offered by the Norwegians, but 
one report received in Stockholm 
stated that an undisclosed number 
of German warships were sunk in 
an attempted invasion of Narvik. 


Occupy Oslo 
Stockholm, April 9—The war- 
hardened armies of Nazi Germany 
swarmed over Denmark and into 
Norway today, occupying the Nor­ 
wegian capital of Oslo after brief 
resistance. 
Occupational troops landed at 
Moss, at the southern end of Oslof- 
jord and marched on the capital 
after overcoming resistance by Nor­ 
wegian warships and coastal bat­ 
teries. 
Norwegian troops were reported 
still holding out at other key points, 
however, and offering spirited re­ 
sistance to the invaders. 
Barricade Roads 
The German troops immediately 
barricaded all roads leading out of 
the capital, effectively preventing 
mass evacuation of Oalo. Early re­ 
sorts of an aerial bombardment of 
the city were not borne out al­ 
though the German air force was 
active throughout Norway during 
the day. 
Direct dispatches from the capi­ 
tal reported one violent explosion 
and shell splinters dropped in the 
streets.

Large Force May Be Sent 
Previously, however, official sour 
ces said that inasmuch as no appeal 
was received from Denmark, the 
question of British aid had not 
arisen. 
With regard to Norway, Cham­ 
berlain was brief and emphatic. 
“We have intimated we will fight 
the war in full association with 
them,” he said. 
“Powerful units of the navy are 
sea. 
It would not be in the public in­ 
terest to give details at this stage 
and of the operations in which they 
are now engaged.” 
The exact nature of Britain’s aid 
was the subject of excited specula­ 
tion.

COLOSTRUM 
I have been asked to say some­ 
thing about a subject that Is timtiy 
in view of the recent discussion 
here of the advantages of breast 
feeding of ch Idren over bottle feed­ 
ing. 
Colostrum m the subject, brought 
up by a wclnan writing from St. 
Louis. As anyone who has been fol­ 
lowing these columns know’s, I am 
a strong advocate of breast feeding 
babies. 
Colostrum is one of the 
reasons. 
When a baby is born, his system 
isn't quite ready yet for milk. 
So 
nature steps in and takes care of 
this little detaU with her usual ef­ 
ficiency. For the first two or three 
days there is secreted from the 
mother's breast, not milk, but this 
liquid called colostrum. 
This is a yellowish, watery liquid 
thinner than milk, with a strong 
odour and a bitter taste. 
Doctors 
have studied it to a considerable ex­ 
tent, but we still aren’t sure of its 
properties. 
Although it is bitter, the babies 
don't seem to mind this because 
they have no sense of taste for the 
first six months. We do know that 
colostrum contains a substance call­ 
ed globulin. 
This is an important 
part of blood and we think today 
that this globulin is absorbed un­ 
changed into the baby s b l o o d 
stream. This in itself is an import­ 
ant thing for it means that the 
baby doesn't have to subject his 
system to the strain of manufactur­ 
ing globulin, it is there, right ready 
for him in the breasts of his 
mother. 
Now, ordinary milk doesn’t con­ 
tain this globulin and doctors who 
have been studying colostrum have 
come to believe that while milk is 
manufactured in the breasts, part 
of the colostrum comes directly 
there from the fclood stream of the 
mother. 
If this is so, colostrum 
probably has a very important ef­ 
fect upon a baby’s early life. 
We are certain today that colos­ 
trum contains antibodies, probably 
in the same globulin we were talk­ 


ing about. You can see what a wide 
effect that would have on the child. 
Adults, through s i c k n e s s and 
through contacts with disease, build 
up resistances to disease. This re­ 
sistance, or some of it at least, is 
passed on to the nursing child 
through 
the 
colostrum. 
Possibly 
this is nature’s purpose in secret­ 
ing 
colostrum 
in 
the 
mother’s 
breast—to give the child certain 
antibodies to fight infection. 
Nor is this the only good that 
colostrum does for the child that 
is breast fed. 
It has another im­ 
portant effect in connection with 
meconium. 
Meconium is the fecal 
matter in the intestines of a new 
born child. 
Before he is fed any 
milk, this matter must be cleared 
out of the body. 
We have found 
that if milk is fed too soon, and 
mixes with this meconium, there is 
a slowing up of the evacuation, 
causing poisoning to the child to 
some extent. 
It is thought that colostrum has 
a laxative effect and speeds up the 
cleaning out of this material. But 
whether this is a fact, we know that 
colostrum can be safely fed to the 
new-born child at once without any 
fears of the ill effects that would 
be the case if it were straight milk 
we w’ere feeding. 
Besides this, of course, colostrum 
contains the energy fuel the baby’s 
body needs until the meconium is 
cleaned out and milk is in order.

He will find out where 
suitable and desirable factory sites 
can be obtained. 
He will see that 
the taxes on these sites will be little 
or nothing over a given number of 
years to give the new industry an 
opportunity to become firmly estab­ 
lished. He will bear in mind that 
we are living in a changing world, a 
world w’here new industries, new 
processing and new products are ap­ 
pearing every day. He will investi­ 
gate that great new field of coal tar 
products, and knowing that New 
Castle lies within those large bitu­ 
minous coal fields of western Penn­ 
sylvania. will put forth every effort 
to have some of the factories, which 
will come into being, locate in New 
Castle. 
He will remember that a 
great many othel* towns and cities 
of these United States of America 
are trying to induce industries to lo­ 
cate with them and he will endeavor 
to make his town as attractive as 
possible. He will recall that it was 
the opportunities and attractiveness 
of this great land that brought the 
immigrants to our shores and he 
will know that he must use the same 
means to attract industries within 
the boundaries of his city. 
A true pioneer in the city of New­ 
castle has a great task to perform— 
as great a task as our forefathers 
had when they came to these virgin 
lands and cut the timber, grubbed 
out the stumps and stones and made 
the fields arable for their posterity, 
fields that today extend thoughout 
the length and breadth of our land. 
A true pioneer in the city of New 
Castle today has a wonderful oppor­ 
tunity, an opportunity that by coun­ 
cil, planning, and sweat of his brow, 
will cause his children to say: “Well 
done you who have gone before 
You have built a city beautiful.”

HARRISBURG. April 0.—Approx­ 
imately 3,000,000 bushels of potatoes 
are planted each year in this state 
while on the average less than 200,- 
000 bushels of Pennsylvania certi­ 
fied seed are available, the depart­ 
ment of agriculture reported. 
In 1939 Pennsylvania ranked 13th 
in the production of all varieties of 
certified seed potatoes in the United 
States with a total production of 
183,000 bushels. The eight varieties 
certified were grown in 13 counties. 
They are Russet Rural, Nittany, 
White Rural, Katahdin, Pennigan, 
Bliss Triumph, Chippewa and Irish 
Cobbler. 
Pennsylvania farmers spend at 
least $8,000.000 annually for seeds to 
grow various farm crop6, according 
to John H. Light, secretary of agri­ 
culture. “When the importance of 
seed quality is considered along with 
seed cost, we have a combination 
which constitutes one of the major 
cogs in the machine which makes 
crop production a success or fail­ 
ure,“ he said.
